Under the contract of in- 
surance whith the employers sigh, it says 
employers are required to deny liability 
to injured workmen under any cireum- 
etances and to virtually agree not to pay 
compensation, as provided by law. 
The “exchange” published a paper’ 
called The Problem in. which, it is al- 
- Jegéd, scurrilous attacks are made on in- 
jured Wbtkmen and. public officiais ad- 
ministering the act, tending to create ill 
feeling between employers and public offi- 
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duced in the petition. 

The petitioner. says he believes the plan 
of the-exchange misieads the employers 
who adopt it, and that the contract can 
be used to defraud and to deceive injured 
workmen. He says: 

“Your petitioner believes that no ex- 
change nor insurance company can long 
endure operating such contracts, and that 
the sole and only purpose of issuing such 
contracts is to postpone the day when 
such exchange will become publicly bank- 
rupt, because under common law de- 
fenses it is possible to postpone payments 
longer than under compensation.”’

PARIS.—[Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Prese.)—The American agent, 
drawn by the lure of war contracts and 
the exceptional demand for American 
goods in all lines, is becoming one of 
the most familiar figures of Paris, London, 
and other war capitals of Europe. He is 
of the audacious and adventurous type, 
and is prepared on short notice to talk in 
round millions on a contract for horse, 
guns, munitions, or supplies of any kind. 

Two of the new type of war contractors 
chanced to meet at the Grand hotel the 
other dey, and after the usual greetings 
and inquiries about home one of them 
asked the other: 

“What is your line?” 

“Canned goods.” 

“Doing any business?” 

-” Pine; just closed a big contract with 
the military people for a war ration.” 

“ What kind of a war ration?” 


Calling It ‘“‘War Ration.” 

“ Well, we Call it Irish stew in America, 
but over here, since the war began, I am 
calling it a wer ration, and it has caught 
on fine. We take a certain portion of 
meat—good, first class meat, and no’poor 
stuff—end add a portion of rice, a portion 
of onions, di athageeet canteeia eage % 
soning; chat, you see, makes a fine Irish 
etew, but, as I say, over here we called it 


“And what do you think?" he went on. 
“We put up that stew in one pound tin 
cans, and after they eat the Irish stew 
they're going to use the tin cans for hand 
grenades. And that's where goods 
appealed to these military people the most 
—the double use they could get out of them | 
—first as a war ration and then as a hand 
grenade, and that’s what closed the con 
tract.” | 


This was told in ali seriousness, and was 
not a story of “the road,” seo that there 
is every reason to expect that Irish siew | 
mad. ‘tn America will soon be nourishing | 
allied troops and afterward its containers 
will serve them as receptacies for ex- 
plosives to offset liquid fire, asphyxiating

FRENCH WINE GROWERS 
SUFFERERS FROM WAR. 


BERLIN .—[Special.J—In the Berlinge 
Zeitung am Mittag a Swiss journalist 
who lately traveled through France states 
that the war so far has been felt but 
little in the central, southern, and south- 
western districts. In agnumber of dis- 
tricts the farmers have not been able to 
bring in their entire harvest, although the 
whole female population of the rural dis- 
tricts was mobilized for this work. 

“ More than the farmers the wine grow- 
ers have suffered, because their narvest 
ig almost a total loss,” the correspondent 
writes. “ Nothing has made a sadder im- 
pression upon me than the appearance of 
the vineyards between Angoul and Bor- 
Geaux. From lack of care and unfavora- 
ble weather the vineyards are in a de 
plorable condition. Many of the wine 
growers are ruined. 

“Even worse are the conditions in 
Champagne: There the vineyards were 
either destroyed by shot and shell or fell 
into the hends of the Gernians. France 
practically has no wine harvest at all 
this year and the government will be com- 
pelled to import more than 3 000,000 hecto- 
literg of wine for the army from Spain, 
Portugal, the Unites States, and South 
America.”

The boys are 
only permitted to work with the consent 
of their parents.

“I am inclined to the opinion that it 
would be a good thing to stop the hiring of 
boys on Sunday if they could be sent to 
church or Sunday school insteed,’’ said 
Archibald A. Beebe, president of the Sko- 
kie Cotintry ¢hub.

Four thousand employés of the elevated 
lines of Chicago wil] be granted an aver- 
age increase of 2 cents an hour in wages. 
The companies today made public their 
willingness to concede this substantial 
] increase: and it was unofficially received 
by the men as ébatisfactory. 

The proposition will be submitted to 
the trainmen and other employés Friday, 
Oct. 29, at 180 West Washington street, 
for acceptance by a referendum vote. 


From June 1, 1915. 

If accepted, as the leaders predict, the 
contract will be operative as from June 1, 
1815. Nearly ail the employés of the 
companies, except those entering its serv- 
ice within the last forty days, will be 
entitled to back pay to the extent of the 
increase from that date. This will make

| Bennett Visits Death Triangle Near Warsaw 
and Describes Scene of Desolation There

SOCHACZEW, Russia, Gept. 25.—On a 


| Dright autumn day I fared by roundabout

ways thirty Miles to the west of Warsaw 
and found myself back in the “ triangle 
of death,” where I uved to watch the field 
sieges last winter. 

The triangle of death is empty now, but: 
more deathiike than’ it was when men 
were dying there every hour. The fields 
were white then. Now they are yellow 
and rank with weeds, for there was no 
planting im the triangle of death last 


| spring.~ The whole region is very silent. 


It. is, difficult to convey an impression 


-| Of the desolation, the loneliness, the still- 


nees that brood over the scene. And 
yet, perhaps, I can convey it: 

It is as if the land were a human 
being that had been fearfully 
‘beaten and left fer dead. 

The grim six months’ work is done, 
and the work that shall make the plain 
smile again has not been begun. An oc- 
casional party of refugees is the only 
sign of life along the broad roads. 


‘} Boundaries of “Triangle of Death” 

The triangle of death is tipped‘on «he 
north by the considerable town of Sochac- 
zew (population about 10,000), on the 
south by Skierniewice (12,000), and at its 
apex on the west by Lowicz (15,000). Its 
base is the twenty mile line running north 
and .a little east, from Skierniewice to 
Sochaczew. The three points—Sochacsew, 
Skierniewice, and Lowicz—are important 
both in peace and war, and they remain so 
in the present deathly quiet which is 
neither peace nor war, but “* occupation."’ 
Hence they are well garrisoned with 
troops and are the centers of considerable 
forwarding activity. : 

But within the triangle of death there is 
}not much left that is werth guarding. Its 
area—bounded by the twenty mile line on 
the east, the fduFteen Wile line on the 
northwest, and the twelve and one-half 
mile line on the southwest—never compre- 
hended anything but farms and.sparse 
hamlets, and before the war there was 
hardly a less ‘interesting region In Polish 
Russia. On -this countryside there was 
naught to -arrest-: ‘the: ‘ettention or touch 
the imagination of the traveler.except.the 
little town of. Zelazowawola where 
Chopin was born, and the truth ig that 
that place lies a little outside the triangle.

Well, I was in those trenches of the 
abandoned Bionie line yesterday, and bet- 
ter ones I never saw. Of masaive log con- 
struction and reinforced by great trans- 
verse timbers, they show no sign of falling 
in’ despite autumn rains, and they will 
stand for several years. Determined men 
could certainly have made a briiliant re- 
sistance there. But there was no brilliant 
resistance in front of Warsaw. By bom- 
bardment and by the threat of envelop- 
ment the Germans simply shouldered the 
Russians out. 

This beautiful Bionie line, which was to 
have held till doomsday, held about two 
weeks. It is exactly half way between 
Sochaczew and the center of Warsaw, and 
behind it is still another line of admirably 
constructed trenches which cut deep into 
the plain just in front of the western 
environs of the town. Those trenches 
were never stormed. The Germans found 
them empty when they came up to them. 
Devastation Before Warsaw Awful 

Between the triangle of death and War- 
saw the devastation is terrible, for in that 
tract it not ea case of leisurely field 
sieges, but of a swift advance, which 
buried back and knocked down every- 


thing that stood inits way. The fine town | 


of Grodzisk, which lies between five and 
six miles straight south of the town of 
Bionie, where the Blonie line centered, 
was fearfully shattered, and dozens of 
tiny hamlets in that part of the plain are 
simply oblitereted. Many and many a 
one I have passed that has only a single 
wall of a single chimney left to mark its 
site. The rest is just a crumble of brick. 
At one such place I stopped. The farmer, 
his wife, his mother, and his four chil- 
dren had come back home. 

Home was half a chimney, a.brick stove 
at the base of the chimney, the trees 
around the ruins, and the fence inclos- 
ing the little plot of ground. The resé 
was the wide sky. [Deleted by censor.) 
But the baby was flourishing and gur- 
gling, the mother was proud, and the pot 
was boiling. 

The whole. family were puttering about 
over bits of cooking and washing. One 
gathered sticks, one fed the fire, one 
stirred..the pot, one sorted bricks, one 
shooed the flies off the baby.

Chiet Justice Richard B. Burke of the 
Criminal court started a crugade yester- 
day against professional bondsmen who 
obtain from poor persons ‘several fees in 
payment for bonds and finally permit the 
person for whom the none is given to be 
locked up. 

Judge Burke termed ae bondemen 
“human leeches” and said he would 
“clean the Crimimal court building and 
county jail" of them. He ordered that 
David Lipsey, owner of a saloon and hotel 
at 827 South State street, appear before 
him at 4 o’clock Monday afternoon and 
explain the cirewmstances surrounding 
the case of Irving L. Heimer, for whom 
Lipsey signed two bonds, receiving fees 
of $25 and $100, and finally surrendering 
the man to the county authorities. 

Tells Mrs. Heimer’s Story. - 

Attorney Charlies. C.. Williams told 
Judge Burke what Mrs. Heimer had told 
him. 

Heimer was eecretary of the Tooker 
Storage and Forwarding company at 
Clark and Fourteenth streets and was 
charged with embezzling $1,700 of’ the 
firm’s funds. After his arrest Attorney 
Williams said he had been informed Lip- 
sey signed a bond to give Heimer his lib- 
erty pending a preliminary hearing, re- 
ceiving a $25 fee from Mrs. Heimer. Later 
he gave a new bond of $2,500 for Heimer, 
after the man. had been indicted, upon 
receiving a fee of $100. A few days ago, 
while’ Heimer awaited trial, Lipsey sur- 
rendered him to the authorities, with- 
drawing the bond, the eed said Mrs.

-viands still warming their tissues they assure us 
that no danger lies in the west. Count Okuma is 
entirely sincere. Reports of their partisanship 
must warm the cockles of his heart. — |

but @ political asset. He became powerful in Japan 
by forwarding the interests of the Nationalist party 
there.

The editorial in the Topeka Capital on “the new 
militarism ” indicates the looseness of thought on 
this subject. The writer complains that Mr. Wil- 
son’s forthcoming defense recommendations will 
be nine times as costly as our defenses of twenty- 
five years ago, and evidently considers it relevant 
if not conclusive to point oyt that “neither the 
territory of the United States, nor the wealth, 
far less the population, has increased in twenty- 
five years in auything like this ratio, as a matter 
of course, but what is more to the point, neither 
have the military budgets of other nations,” 

It seems not to have dawned upon the Capital 
that its criticism of the expenditures of 1916 
hangs upon the assumption that the expenditures 
of twenty-five years ago were adequate, If the 
United States was grossly unprepared at that time, 
as it was, the Capital's demand that our present 
measures shall not exceed the ratio of growth singe 
becomes nonsense, which it is. 

The Capital thereupon proceeds to dispose of a 
“common error”—namely, “that we do not keep 
pace with the warlike governments of Europe.” 
It offers us first some figures—to-wit: our oavy 
appropriations of 1914, $139,893,614; Germany’s 
$111,300,000. Ergo, [we quote) “ff, with our 
formidable advantage of situation, such naval 
outlays have not placed us in a condition of de 
fense, some explanation of the incredible fact is 
due the country "—and ‘our prairie naval authority 
adds with Olympian finality: “The truth is, how- 
ever, that our defenses are ample.” We are also 
informed that “while our army is small” we are 
not far behind the European powers in military 
expense, and he compares for 1914 a German 
army budget of $183,000,000, and a French budget 
of $191,000,000, with an alleged expenditure of 
$178,000,000 for the United States. 

The handling of figures is on a par with the 
logic of the editorial. The comparisons are virtu- 
ally meaningless, For example, no account is 
taken of cost differences in construction of ships, 
cost of labor, or cost of material. No account is 
taken in either the naval or military totals of the 
fact that both France and Germany have com- 
pulsory military service and that the United States 
pays wages and maintains a higher scale of living 
than any other nation. Besides ignoring these essen- 
tial factors of comparison, the Capital does not 
even know the makeup of its own country’s war 
department appropriations. The appropriation total 
for 1914 was $163,974,949.. But this included $21.- 
135,893 for the Panama canal and $17,827,790 in 
the sundry civil bill—that is, appropriations for non- 
military objects, such as national cemeteries, in- 
cluding confederate burying places, national parks, 
national monuments, and historic places, the execu- 
tive mansion and grounds, etc. 

But what if the Capital’s comparisons were ac- 
curate and parallel? The question of defense {s 
a question of defense, not of bookkeeping and 
statistical comparisons. If the Capital had taken 
the pains to inform itself it would know that ad- 
vocates of preparedness hold end prove that our 
expenditures are wasteful and- that we remain 
without adequate defenses in spite of our expendi- 
ture. 

The Capital declares “it would almost appear 
that in view of our geographical situation, recog- 
nized as invulnerable to attack by all nations, the 
United States at this juncture of human affairs 
had been providentially prepared and placed in 
this situation to carry through the greatest pro- 
gressive movement of a thousand years—the abol- 
ishment of war.” 

There is, of course, nothing to be done with a 
mind that after the events of the last fifteen 
months remains a victim of this delusion. All we 
can hope is that the common sense of the Capital's 
readers will save them from contagion and their 
curiosity spur them to a real examination of the

The Scotts of Harden became Lords of Polwarth 
through the marriage in 1754 of the tenth Laird 
of Harden with Lady Diana Hume Campbell, 
daughter of the Earl of Marchmont and Lord of 
Polwarth, who was keeper of the great seal of 
Scotland. 


The earl died without male issue, and while his 
earldom of Marchmont became. extinct his barony 
of Polwarth passed to his daughter, Lady Diana, 
and on her death to her gon, Hugh Scott, who 
became sixth Lord of Polwarth and eleventh 
Laird of Harden. He assumed the additional pat- 
ronymic of Hepburn, in consequence of the estates 
of the Hepburns of Hambie having descended to 
him through Helen Hepburn, Countess of Tarras, 
his great-grandmother. The present Lord Pol- 
warth is his grandson. 


While Lord Polwarth is only the eighth Lord 


; 
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| Polwarth and the thirteenth Laird of Harden, he 


is twenty-third In direct male line descent from 
Uchtred Fitzscott, who flourished in the reign 
of David I. of Scotland and was witness to the 
two charters granted by him to the abbeys of 
Holyrood and of Selkirk in the years 1128 and 
1130. As such Lord Polwarth claims the chief- 
tainship of all the Scotts in Scotland, his point 
betng that the branch of the Scott family of

berry is the chief is descended only in the female 
line from Sir Robert Scott, founder of the Buc- 
cleuch branch, 
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Lord Kenmare, whose eldest son, Lord Castle- 
rosse, captain of the Irish guards, was badly 
wounded last Septem- .

since a prisoner in Ger- 
many, has just lost his 
second son, the Hon. 
Maurice Browne, Ileu- 
tenant of the Cold- 
stream guards, 21 years 
of age, and who has 
fallen in the recent 
British advance upon 
the German lines in 
France, : 

To every transat- 
lantic tourist who has 
ever visited Ireland the 
name of the Earl of 
Kenmare is familiar as the owner of that exqui- 
site Jewel of Irish scenery, the lake of Killarney, 
on the shores of which his country seat, Killarney 
house, ig situated. Although built about half a 
century ago, by the late earl, at a cost of over a 
million dollars, it looks, with its Elizabethan 
style of architecture, all covered with creepers, 
a very much older mansion, and the windows and 
terraces command an unbroken view. of some fif- 
teen miles of the lake and mountain scenery—a 
scenery of world-wide fame. 

Among the features of Killarney house is the 
beauty of the door handles, the majority of which 
are formed of wonderfully enameled seventeenth 
and eighteenth century watch cases. 

Another featuré is the magnificent old Spanish 
embossed leather, hundreds of years old, with 
which the large dining room is tapeatried. while 
a gem of ecclesiastical art is the private chapel 
of the earl’s mother, built after her conversion 
to the Roman Catholic church. Of exquisite pro- 
portion, with its altar of transparent oriental 
onyx, its white and green marble walls, its costly 
mosaics, its beautiful paintings, its gorgeous old 
silver candlesticks, enorusted with coral, and its 
wonderfully embroidered vestments, it is quite 
unique in its way. .

VIIL had their seat at 
Totteridge, in that 
county, and at Croft, in 
Lincolnshire. But in 
1683 Queen Elizabeth 
appointed Sir Valentine 
Browne surveyor of 
escheated lands in Ire- 
land, ! 

Five years later he 
purchased .from Lord 
Glencare many of the 
latter's lands and man- 
ors in the counties of 
Kerry and of Cork, and 
subsequently «obtained 
from James L, who was very fond of him, a grant 
(of all the estate of Lord Glencare on the latter 
dying intestate without issue, 

The grant, which bears the gign manual of 
King James and the date of 1622, expressly stip- 
ulates that it includes “the lake of Killarney, 
with all the islands in the same, and the fisherie 
of the said lakes, and the soll and the bottem 
therect.” . 


For a time all these great possessions of land 
and water belonging to the Brownes were confis- 
cated, owing to their loyalty to James II. and 
to the Stuarts, that is to say, to the Jacobite 
cause. It was not until the end of the eighteenth 
century that the lands were resored and that 
the eperages which the family now hold, namely, 
the earldom and barony of Kenmare and the 
viscounty of Castlerosse, were confirmed to them 
by George ITI. , 

Tt was while he was Lord Castlerosse, before 
the death of hig father, that the present Bari of 
Kenmare furnished a striking fllustration of his 
chivalrous sense of honor. Married to the Hon. 
Elizabeth Baring, sister of Lord Revelstoke and 
of Cecil and Hugo Baring, he had received with 
her a large dowry. When the great banking 
house of Baring got into difficulties, some twtnty- 
odd years ago, Lord Castlerosse, as he was then, 
came forward and voluntarily surrendered to the 
liquidators of the firm the entire amount of his 
wife’s dowry for the benefit of the Baring cred- 
itors. 

As every one knows, the liquidation took a 
number of years. and eventually resulted in the 
payment in full of all the obligations of the firm, 
by means of its assets, so that Lord and Lady 
Kenmare ultimately received their money back. 
This does not, however, in any way diminish the 
merit of the heavy sacrifice which they made two 
d-csdes, ago, for a time reducing themselves to 
absolute. poverty, for the sake of the honor of

N 1906 a parliamentary committee re- 
ported to the house of commons as 


page of “ The Daily Tribune.” , 
| follows: 
“Recent studies of careful and 
competent observers indicate that 
the standards hitherto laid down by sci- 
ence are in excess of actual needs, and 
should accordingly be reconsidered, As 
regards certain of the more costly con- 
stituents of foode there is reason to be- 
lieve that a considerable diminution from 
the accepted standard may be effected 
not only without harm, but with distinct 
gain in physical efficiency.” 
Health authorities are agreed that the 
result of the work of health departments 
in saving lives is found only in the figures 
for infant and child mortality. People 
past 45 should have higher death rates 
than was the case a generation aga. 
A part of the death rate among people 


ple who overéat have neither wind nor 
endurance. Overeating is a source of 
inefficiency, and about everybody over- 
eats except children and those working 
women who are forced to keep up a per- 
sonal appearance on low wages—the tea 
and toast women. 

Everybody except the people in these 
two groups are digging their graves with 
their teeth. The reason isthat the guides 
by which we gauge the amount of food 


are worthless or worse. We quit eating 


when our stomach distension becomes 
uncomfortable—a worse than valueless 
standard—or we eat until the appetite is 
satisfied. 

“A man's appetite leade him to eat 
more than he really wants, since the 
appetite does not fail him until more 
than is needed has been eaten.”

When Fletcher proposed fletcherizing, 
the theory in some quarters was that the 
saliva, when thoroughly mixed with the 
food, would go a long ways toward di- 
gesting it. That theory has been 4dis- 
proven. The saliva has very little di- 
gestive action, and what it starts in a 
very poor way is finished up in a very 
powerful way by the juice of the pan- 
creas and small intestine. Fietcherizing 
prolongs the meal so that the appetite is 
satisfied before the stomach is overioad- 
ed. - That is its great and about its only

The scientists propose that rations be 
figured on an allowance of calories and 
amounts of protein. Their proposition 
ie that a man be furnished a certain 
amount of food and that he eat the meas- 
ure allotted him instead of following his 
appetite—and they are making some 
headway. Some institutions are feeding 
on that basis. What is more important, 
it is easy to get a list of foods in which 
the food value of each is shown. Dr. 
Lusk thinks that food should be bought 
and sold by calories. He contends that 
the scientific basis of our present meas- 
ures is not known to the peopleT that 
they buy a pound without much knowl- 
edge of what a pound is. They merely 
know that it was about what they got 
yesterday and that it cost 30 cents. In 
a little while the custom of buying by 
the 100 calories could be put on the same 
bazis.

The amount of nutrition required varies 
with the age, the weight, and the work of 
the individual. People who do manual 
work must have more food than is neces- 
sary for office workers, A child weighing 
fifty pounds must have much more than 
one-third as much food as a woman 
weighing 150. 

In olden times the Volt standard was 
accepted. Voit said that a man of aver- 
age weight doing average work should 
eat about four ouncés of protein, about 
two ounces of fat, and about one pound 
of starch and sugar, or 3,055 calories a 
day. Prof. Childress of Yale proved that 
this allowance of food was too great. A 
lot of college athletes, some of whom 
won national championships, were fed on 
about half that allowance of protein while 
a lot of college proféssors kept in good 
condition on about that allowance of 
protein and a decrease of starches,sugars, 
and fats to two-thirds of the Voit scale. 
Smyth recommends a compromise be- 
tween Voit and Chittenden, allowing, for 
a moderate sized man doing moderate 
work, 2,800 calories and nearly three 
ounces of protein. .

Calories Is a measure of the amount of 
heat produced when a food is burned. 
When food is eaten, digested, and used 
in the body it makes just the amount of 
heat, or energy which can be calculated as 
heat, as when it is burned outside the 
body. That had been proven by any num- 
ber of trials, This makes it easy to de- 
termine the number of calories in a given 
food. 

The food is placed in an instrument 
called a calorimeter, burned, and the 
amount of heat given off measured. For 
those foods used to furnish the body with 
heat and energy, therefore, a determina- 
tion of the number of calories is the only 
determination required. But an engine 
requires repairs and renéwals as well as 
coal and water. The human machine 
requires repairs and renewals. ie 

To repair waste, protein and salts are 
required, The amount of salts required 
is not great. A little seasoning in the 
food, a little fruit, a little wheat bran will 
supply all the salts needed. To get pro- 
teins, however, it is necessary for an adult 
to eat some lean meat, eggs, beans, or 
peas every day. 

The difference between Voit and Chit- 
tenden is that the former put the amount 
at four ounces and the latter at about two 
ounces. Protein, like sugars and 
starches, can be burned to make heat, 
Some proteins—for instance gelatin—can 
only be used in that way. Ordinary pro- 
teina, however, can be used either to pro- 
duce heat or to repair waste. 

Rubner determined the relative heat 
values of different foods to be as fellows: 

One gram or 15.4 grains of protein (e. g. 
lean meat) or carbohydrate (starches and 
sugars) will make 4.1 calories. One gram 
of fat will make 9.3 calories’ Fat, pound 
for pound, produces more than twice as 
many calories as sugar, starch, or lean 
meat. Pound for pound, sugar, starch, 
and stripped lean meat have the same 
heat values. 

For people in this country an easier 
method of calculation is as follows: Each 
one hundredth of a pound of proteins or 
carbohydrates will make 18.6 calories. 
Bach hundredth of a pound of fat will 
make 42.2 calories. A pound of sugar or 
ef stripped lean meat will make about 
1,860 calories, if it i# reasonably free 
from water or other adulterations and is

BREAKBONE FEVER. 

Mrs. A. F. C. writes: “‘ What is dengue 
fever? How spread? Whatistreatment? 
We are twenty miles in the woods and 
there are a few cases here, It is epidemic 
in. some nearby towns.”

The principal characteristics of breakbone 


‘fever or dengue are violent aching pains in the 


bones of the legs, skin eruption, and fever. 
About four days after exposure the fever starts 
with a chill. The fever is over 104 by the end 
of the*secona day. Aboyt the fourth day there 
is a sweat and the fever falls. About three daye 
later the fever rises again, staya up for two 
days, and then disappears. When the fever first 
comes a skin rash something like scarlet fever 
is present. When the fever falls thie rash die- 
appears. When the fever raises the second time 
another rash of a different type appears. The 
pains in the bones are severe. 

The treatment consiets in good nursing, quiet 
rest in bed, @ purge, and plenty of water to 
drink. The pain may necessitate a sedative. 
The fever may call for baths or entipyretica. 
The disease is not fatal. 

It is not certain how the disease epreads The 
general advice ig to keep away from mosquitoes 
and to keep mosquitoes away from thésick. It, 
is held that in this way an epidemic can be 
stopped.

I want to say in the beginning that, though an 


ited degree in the international adjudication of dif- 
ficulties nor in the proposal of a world police, which 
means a combination of powers to command peace 
by force, a suggestion which bears, to my mind, 
fatuity on its face. I can see but one real preven- 
tive in sight: the freeing of the world commercially, 
the open door to all, the internationalization of all 
waterways such as has been effected, for example, 
in the Cattegat and Scheldt. Thus the great ques- 
tion of Russia’s access to the sea would be solved 
in the fullest degree by the entire freedom of the 
Bosporus and the Dardanelles, leaving no excuse 
to Russia to struggle for exits which she herself 
would command. 

In the same way ‘interior nations should have 
freedom to transport their goods by the railways 
and canals of their neighbors on terms alike to all. 
And to grown the whole fabric of good will and 
equality I should remove every trade barrier, of any 
kind whatever, making trade, which always has 
been and ever will be the great civilizer, absolutely 
free and untrammeled. 

That the world is not yet free in other things 
besides trade we know full.well. The wretched 
and .enormously numerous proletariats of England 
and Russia, not to mention that developing in our 
own midst, is sufficient proof. When such things 
can exist as East London there is large room for 
change, and when such conditions are national as 
in certain countries supposed to be civilized an 
uplift will be fought for if we have not wisdom to 
effect a change peaceably—a mighty tempest which 
in its clearance of our muddled condition is worth 
all the blood and agony which accompanies such « 
manifestation, whether it be of humanity or of 
what we are pleased to call “ nature.” 


TAKE for granted that our American public 

in general wishes to do always the fair thing, 

though there has been too much lip service 

with us, aw with the rest of the world, instead 
of action. We talk “the open door” and practice 
exclusion. The Philippines are a marked example, 
These should have been thrown open to the world, 
and had we in especial allowed the free Chinese 
immigration to these islands which existed previous 
to our occupation we should hear but little now of a 
Philippine question. 

I take for granted we want to keep the peace. 
For a good while at least we can reckon on peace 
only through preparedness. What form shall such 

preparedness take? We cannot exclude the idea 
of attack from any power whatever. All are pos- 


_— 


sible enemies. None can be excepted. I shall not 


advocate of peace, I do not believe except in a lim- 


enter into details in this connection; any one can 
formulate these for himself, I shall only say that 
considering the whole situation and that any great 
attack must be oversea, our first and great line of 


_ defense is distinctly the navy, for it is only by a 
superior navy that an oversea enemy can be pre- 


vented landing an army at some point of our 
immense and necessarily not wholly protected coast 
line. I say “not wholly protected” because it is 


beyond the resources of any power, however rich, 
to fortify to invulnerability the whole extent of 
vulnerable positions on our coast, 

If our navy should be inferior in strength, no 
army of whatever force could withstand the land- 


ing of troops protected by naval guns at a point not ¢ 


heavily fortified. And such points available to an 
enemy are, as I have just intimated, extremely 
numerous. A navy of absolute superiority to any 


that can be brought against us by any power what- ' 


ever is an absolute necessity to absolute safety. 
against foreign attack. It is, too, our cheapest 
form of defense, as one of 120,000 men would be 
ample, @nd with such a force we would not have 
the unbearable pension list involved in an army of 
millions. Wé should thus have complete effective 
ness at minimum cost, notwithstanding the initial 
cost in material. 
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yenture at this epoch to be too dogmatic ag to 

character of ships. The torpedo, for example, 

as used by the submarine has become a terri- 
ble weapon. No one can yet determine the size and 
character of the coming submarine. That it will 
hereafter be at least the chieZ of the secondary ele- 
ments in the constitution of navies is beyond ques- 
tion. It is the torpedo boat with a vastly greater 
degree of invisibility, In a navy, which theoret- 
ically at least is one with a primary réle of defense, 
the submarine must take a place of great promi- 
nence, 

Our newest torpedoes have a. range of over 
12,000 yards (about seven land miles), a distance 
which they can cover at an average speed of 
twenty-five knots (about twenty-nine land miles) an 
hour. As the ‘newer submarines are expected to 
have a cruising radius of 5,000 knots (possibly 
much more), it is clear that they are to play here- 
after a great part in naval war. One thing would 
seem sure: that future naval superiority is not 
going to be entirely a question of battleships, though 
there for a long while to come will hold the first 
rank as @ battle force, but it wil) be a somewhat 
less complete dominance than heretofore. : 

The submarine, the airship, which at a height of 
6,000 feet has a horizon distance of 102 nautical 
miles (about 115 statute miles) and which can take

| HAVE spoken in terms of men, for I cannot 


ity of communicating intelligence by wireless which 


enables the commander in chief to keep himself 
informed over areas thought impossible a few years 
ago, have given nava] warfare a new face. This 
war has struck a heavy blow, through such changes, 
at anything such as a general supremacy of the 
seas. 

The coming navies, so far ag I can venture to 
prophedy, are going to be made up of battleships, 
submarines, and, for scouting, airships. These last 
(to be carried aboard ship) must come. Nor can 
we leave aside their use in dropping of bombs. 

* ; 
E are in a new and as yet undeveloped 
era. Meanwhile I cannot look forward to 
an aggressive United States which would 
ever pursue a career of conquest. Such 
would give the lie to all our theories of government 
and disrupt our ows system. The resultant ag- 


; gression of the Spanish war has not, I think, whet: 
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ted our appetite in the least for the renewal of such 
ventures. While Hawaii is to us a natural out- 
post, the Philippines are so far but a missionizing 
experiment, As matters stand, their preservation 
from Japanese, British, or German control would, 
in war with either of these powers, be a moot pos- 
sibility. — a 

An adequate defense means both strength and ef- 
ficiency. ‘The former means nothing without the 
latter, and we have this latter in very small degree, 
for you cannot have it, so to speak, in dabs. The 
idea and the thing itself must permeate the very soul 
of the whole people, and must begin with the teach- 
ing of the child. We have the possibility ef doing 
great things with our public school system, which 
itself is a system! of complete enrollment and train- 
ing of the whole population for the public good. 

The first great and necessary change is to put 
the boy under a man and never under a woman 
teacher. Not that the woman is not a good im- 
parter of knowledge. Sbe is often far better than 
the man in this respect. But that is but an item 
in education, and not nearly, in my view, so large 
a one @s we are accustomed to think. But the sub- 
tle, paychic influence of the woman over the boy 
unsexes the boy's eharacter. At any cost we must 
have the man over the boy as a beginning. 
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ENDING this much needed development of 
character which will not tolerate inefficiency, 
our present inability to meet efficiently the 
situation accentnates the need of a powerful 

navy as the great defense. For the navy has 
largely the advantage of an army-in that not only 
is naval administration in a large sense in the 
hands of the navy itself, doing its work of drill, 
target practice, its fleet evolutions in the immense 
solitude of the sea, but it is always on a war foot- 
ing. The ship when it leaves a navy yard leaves 
fully equipped for action, and needs but the shak- 
ing down which comes of drill and target practice. 
The mobilization of a fleet ig a question of days; 
the mobilization of an army will be for a long time 
for us a question of months, 

I thus advocate the expansion of the personnel 
of the navy to at least 120,000 enlisted men, with 
‘not less than 4,000 line officers and a. proportional 
number of officers of other corps, and the expendi- 
ture, extended over ten years, of $1.000,000,000 in 
ships and material (which is but the expenditure of 
forty days by Great Britain alone in the present 
contest). And looking te something like the Swiss 
system, I would advocate-meanwhile an army of 
100,000 mea, | 

And let me say it is not money misspent. Serv- 
ice in the navy particularly gives a man a ¢hance 
for a training in adaptability and character such 
as he gets nowhere else. It is indeed forced upon 
him. His service is in the greatest machine ever 
devised by man; he touches the world of machinery 
in its highest development; he learna besides care 
of clothes and person, the meaning of responsibility, 
respect for authority, to obey and to command, and 


he is in constant contact with the relentless sea, 


which never brooks inefficiency. 

In other words, the navy is a great school of 
character, The result is summed up in the sea- 
man’s popular name: the Handy Man. He meets 
every emergency with a cheerful heart, whether 
the hauling out a weather earing in the old days of 
sail or the modern duty of crawling through a 
small hole to put out a fire in a magazine of tons 
of powder (as was the case on the battleship Mis- 
souri eleven years since). I have never known him 
to do other than face the utmost hazard with the 
most cheerful alacrity. He is worth as an example

H. W. 8., Camden, Me. 
Recently you answered an inquiry re- 
lating to a bullet fired straight up in the 
air. Permit me to point out an error in 
your answer. In the first place you say 
the atmosphere slows up the bullet on its 
way up and alsodown. This is, of course, 
true to some extent, but may be disre- 
garded, inasmuch as the bullet is not de- 
formed, and also because the resistance 
of the air to the passage of the bullet is 
equal both on its upward and downward 
journey. 
The fact is, the bullet would strike as 
hard after its fall as if the muzzle of the. 
rifle were pointed to the ground, or, in 
other words, its velocity would be the 
same after the fall as when it left the 
muszle of the rifle, and may be thus ex- 
plained: The powder charge imparts to 
the bullet a certain amount of energy. 
This manifests itself as motion. The 
weight of the projectile multiplied by its 
speed constitutes what may be called mo- 
mentum. This force tends to carry for- 
ward the body possessing it until over- 
come by a superior resistance. 

This resistance is furnished by gravity, 
which slows down the bullet and eventu- 
ally stops it. Then gravity, still acting 
on the bullet, starts it back toward the 
earth at the rate of sixteen feet per sec- 
ond. But gravity, being a constant force, 
will cause the bullet to accelerate its 
speed, At the end of the first second, the 
bullet will be traveling downward at the 
rate of sixteen f.s. from a standstill. With 
the constant pull of gravity. which is 
equally strong whether a body ig in mo- 


The rate of acceleration is thus stated: 
First second, 16 feet; second, 32 plus 32; 
third, 64; fourth, 96; fifth, 128, etc., adding 
32 feet each second after the second. This 
speed is imparted by gravity and restores 
to the bullet the momentum which was 
previously overcome by it. 

The energy imparted by the powder was 
sufficient to drive the dullet a certain dis- 
tance (which can easily be figured out) 
against the force of gravity. This energy 
having been first overcome and later re- 
stored, it followe that the bullet would 
return with the same velocity with whitch 
it started. And it would show the same 
striking power or penetration as if fired 
down from the rifle with an infinitesimal 
difference which could not be measured. 
| The speed of falling objects is the same 
regardless of difference of weight. A dif- 
ference of density, bulk, or mase would 
make one fall faster than another owing 
to the resistance of the atmosphere, a)- 
though in a vacuum a bullet and a thistle- 
down would fall with equal velocity. 

The resisfance of the air need not be 
taken into consideration in the matter 
under discussion, as there is no deform- 
ing of the bullet. and although it aids 
gravity in stopping the bullet going up 
and tends to protect it going down, the ef- 
fect would be extremely small, and hardly 
to be measured. 

Something of the velocity of falling: 
bodies may be gathered from newspaper 
reports of aeroplane darts having gone 
through a man lengthwise in the war. It 
le Goubtful if they fell from a greater 
height than would be attained by a mod- 
ern high power rifle. The same reason- 
ing shows the futility of firing at aero- 
planes at a great altitude, as the bullets 
have little striking force to inflict dam- 
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| age.

Icaland would prove your case except that 
the resistance of the atmosphere to the 
flight of the bullet is no such emall thing 
as you assume. Take a concrete example 
for instance: A well known and popular 
high power rifie cartridge hag a muzzle 
velocity of 2,000 feet per second. When 
fired in a horizontal direction, at the end 
of but 200 yards its velocity is 1,300 feet 
per second, a loss of nearly one-third, 


come the resistance of the air. Gravity 
has nothing to do with this loss, as the 
bullet was fired horizontally, and a dia- 
gram showing the direction of action of 
the force of gravity in relation to the 
direction of the bullet's travel will prove 
this to you. If it were not for the air 
resistance the bullet would still be trav- 
eling 2,000 feet per second at the end of 
200 yards or at any longer distance until 
its path were finally deflected sufficiently 
by gravity so that it struck the ground. 
Thus, air resistince slows down the bullet 
if it is fired vertically to the same ex- 
tent, the amount of loss fn velocity due 
to gravity being represented by the po- 
tential energy of the bullet, which again 
turns into kinetic energy upon its descent. 
Owing to this first loss—that is, of air re- 
sistance—the bullet does not go anywhere 
nearly as high as it would if it were not 
for the air resistance, and consequently 
its potential energy, if there were no air 
resistance, on its return flight would not 
be enough to equal its initial velocity by 
the time it reached the ground. Also, the 
air acts in an opposite direction on the 
return of the bullet and it has a greater 
effect in proportion on its way down be- 
cause the bullet is traveling base first. 

As stated above, your argument is en- 
tirely correct if there were no air, but 
you very much underestimate the air re- 
sistance on the flight of projectiles. The 
experiment has been tried of firing bul- 
lets vertically into the air and one ex- 
perimenter reports that the government 
Springfield cartridge when.fired vertical- 
ly, and which has a penetration at the 
muzzle of fifty-four inches in solid pine, 
upon its return has a penetration of about 
one to one and one-half inches.’’

AT BATTING FOUL BALLS.

Recently you answered an inquiry re- 
lating to a bullet fired straight up in the 
air. Permit me to point out an error in 
your answer. In the first place you say 
the atmosphere slows up the bullet on its 
way up and alsodown. This is, of course, 
true to some extent, but may be disre- 
garded, inasmuch as the bullet is not de- 
formed, and also because the resistance 
of the air to the passage of the bullet is 
equal both on its upward and downward 
journey. 
The fact is, the bullet would strike as 
hard after its fall as if the muzzle of the 
rifie were pointed to the ground, or, in 
other words, its velocity would be the 
same after the fall as when it left the 
muzzle of the rifle, and may be thus ex- 
plained: The powder charge imparts to 
the bullet a certain amount of energy. 
This manifests itself as motion. 
weight of the projectile multiplied by its 
speed constitutes what may be.called mo- 
mentum. This force tends to carry for- 
ward the body possessing it until over- 
come by a superior resistance. 

This resistance is furnished by gravity, 
"| Which slows down the bullet and eventu- 
ally stops it. Then gravity, still acting 
on the bullet, starts it back toward the 
earth at the rate of sixteen feet per sec- 
ond. But gravity, being a constant force, 
will cause the bullet to accelerate its 
speed, At the end of the first second, the 
bullet will be traveling downward at the 
rate of sixteen f.s. from a standstill. With 
the constant pull of gravity. which is 
equally strong whether a body is in mo- 
tion or not, the speed increases rapidiy. 
The rate of acceleration is thus stated: 
First second, 16 feet; second, 32 pilus 32; 
third, 64; fourth, 96; fifth, 128, etc., adding 
32 feet each second after the second. This 
speed is imparted by gravity and restores 
jto the bullet the momentum which was 


previously overcome by it. 


The energy imparted by the powder was 
sufficient to drive the bullet a certain dis- 
tance (which can easily be figured out) 
against the force of gravity. This energy 
having been first overcome and later re- 
stored, it follows that the bullet would 
return with the same velocity with which 
it started. And it would show the same 
striking power or penetration as if fired 
down from the rifle with an infinitesimal 
difference which could not be measured. 
The speed of falling objects is the same 
regardless of difference of weight. A dif- 
ference of density, bulk, or mass would 
make oné fall faster than another owing 
to the resistance of the atmosphere, al. 
though in a vacuum a bullet and a thistle- 
down would fall with equal velocity. 

The resisfance of the air need not be 
taken into consideration in the matter 
under discussion, as there is no deform- 
ing of the bullet. and although it aids 
gravity in stopping the bullet going up 
and tends to protect it going down, the ef- 
fect would be extremely small, and hardly, 
‘to be measured. 

Something of the velocity of falling 
bodies may be gathered from newspaper 
reports of aeroplane darts having gone 
through a man lengthwise in the war. 
le Goubtful if they fell from a greater 
height than would be attained by a mod- 
ern high power rifle. The same reason- 
ing shows the futility of firing at aero- 
planes at a great altitude, as the bullets 
have little striking force to inflict dam-

Take a concrete example 
A well known and popular 
high power rifle cartridge has a muzzle 
velocity of 2,000 feet per second. When 
fired in a horizontal direction, at the end 
of but 200 yards its velocity is 1,300 feet 
per second, a loss of nearly one-third, 
due entirely to the work necessary to over- 
come the resistance of the air. Gravity 
has nothing to do with this loss, as the 
bullet was fired horizontally, and a dia- 
gram showing the direction of action of 
the force of gravity in relation to the 
direction of the bullet's travel will prove 
If it were not for the air 
resistance the bullet would still be trav- 
eling 2,000 feet per second at the end of 
200 yards or at any longer distance until 
its path were finally deflected sufficiently 
by gravity so Ahat it struck the ground. 
Thus, air resistance slows down the bullet 
if it is fired Vertically to the same ex- 
tent, the amount of loss fn velocity due 
to gravity being represented by the po- 
tential energy of the bullet, which again 
turns into kinetic energy upon its descent. 
Owing to this first loss—that is, of air re- 
sistance—the bullet does not go anywhere 
nearly as high as it would if it were not 
for the air resistance, and consequently 
its potential energy, if there were ho air 
resistance, on its return flight would not 
be enough to equal its initial velocity by 
the time it reached the ground. Also, the 
air acts in an opposite direction on the 
return of the bullet and it has a greater 
effect in proportion on its way down be- 
cause the bullet is traveling base first. 

As stated above, your argument is en- 
tirely correct if there were no air, but 
you very much underestimate the air re- 
sistance on the flight of projectiles. The 
experiment has been tried. of firing bul- 
lets vertically into the air and one ex- 
perimenter reports that the government 
Springfield cartridge when.fired vertical- 
ly, and which has a penetration at the 
muzzle of fifty-four inches in solid pine, 
upon its return has a penetration of about 
one to one and one-half inches.”’

Protection for Full Back. 

Giving the full back more prtotection 
after he has kicked the ball is meeting 
with popular approval of most players, 
although it is hard for them to avoid the 
kicker when they charge through with 
plenty. of drive. In such cases the offi- 
clals should use their own judgment as 
to whether a blocking player intentionally 
roughs the kicker or whether the bump- 
ing into him was accidental. There have

The whole neutral world continues to-

ALAN M.: In the design which you 
have submitted I believe that tile would 
be more desirable for the Greplace than 
granite blocks. The whole construction 
shown in the design is too light to har- 
monize well with granite.

Experiments by the world’s foremost 
scientists have shown that fruits have a 
distinct food value and that it is quite 
possible to select a diet a en- 
tirely of fruits and nuts which will for 
long periods at any rate provide the body 
with the necessary protein and energy. 
While it would be going too far to advo- 
cate, even on the strength of these experi- 
ments, an absolute fruitarian diet, the 
housewife must feel that she has the
